From the sixth floor the fire broke into the 
floor below, which was occupied by Coulter & 
Co., dealers in notions. 

The occupants of the lower floors suffered 
mainly from water. The fourth floor, that 
immediately under Coulter & Co.'s 
quarters, was vacant. The loss on the Fargo 
hoe stock was entirely by water, the 
flames not reaching to the third floor. The 
Wagg-Anderson woolen stock on the ground 
floor and the one immediately above was 
drenched with water, Howard N. Wagg, an of- 
ficer of the company, was at the fire. 
Mr. Wagg said that the drenching they were 
likely to receive would be almost as damag- 
ing as fire. He valued the stock at $100,000. 
Liberal use of tarpaulins, and canvas pre- 
vented serious damage and it is thought loss 
on the stock will not exceed $5,000.

FREIGHT HOUSE TOTALLY DESTROYED. 


Big Midnight Blaze on the Chicago and 
Northwestern Koad. 

Fire destroyed the oldest freight house in 
Chicago last night. At 11:30 o’clock flames 
were discovered in the center of the receiving 
depot of the Wisconsin division of the North- 
western road. Itisalow building extending 
from Indiana street viaduct along the tracks 
some 850 feet north. Within ten minutes 
the entire structure from end to end was 
ablaze. It was built in 1867, and at 
that time was the best structure of 
its kind in the city. It escaped 
the reat conflagration of 1871.

HEAVY LOSS BY FIRE IN CINCINNATI 


Sleepers and Thirty Coaches 
Burned in Big Four Depot. 


Cincinnati, Q., Aug. 21.—[Special.j— 
While three men were repairing the roof of 
the Big Four freight depot at Third and Bay- 
iniller streets this afternoon the pitch boiled 
over, exploding a gasoline stove. In five 
minutes the entire frame structure, which 
contained several barrels of oil and was 800 
feet long and forty-five feet wide, was ablaze, 
a strong north wind driving the flames, 
The yards adjoining were filled with 
stock. Four trains were pulled out, 
but the Wagner sleepers, thirty 
coaches, six baggage cars, and twelve freight 
cars were left to feed the flames. The entire 
loss is placed at $357,000, divided as 
follows: Wagner sleepers. $160,000; 
coaches, $150.000; baggage and freight 
cars, $20,000 ; freight. $15,000; 
depot, $12,000. A train of twelve louded 
freight cars was burned on the track. The 
loss carries blanket insurance, A portion of 
the roof fell, slightly injuring Capt. Hurley, 
Lieut. Cavanaugh, and Pipeman Buft of En- 
gine Company 2. 

Dertance, O., Aug. 21.—[Special.]—A dis- 
astrous fire occurred at Evansport, twelve 
miles north of this city, at an early hour this 
morning. The Banner flour mills, owned by 
A. Coy & Bro., were entirely destroyed, en- 
tailing a loss of $30,000, with $15,000 in- 
surance. These mills were of the best in 
Northwestern Ohio, having a capacity of 
over 100 barrels per day, and manufacturing 
a high grade of flour. 

Montreat, Aug, 21.—A fire at Priceville 
has destroyed a sawmill and forty dwellings.

| UNJUST TO THE MEN. 


GIST OF TESTIMONY TAKEN BY THE 
LABOR COMMISSION.

An Injared Paliman Empleye Forced te 
Pay Rent While He Is in a Hospital, 
Where He Suffers from Maipractice— 
Finally Discharged=Swedish Minister 
Tells of What He Has Seen—Gen. Miles 
Denies That He Visited the General 
Managers—Keporters’ Experiences. 


Several newspaper reporters were called 
upon yesterday to tell President Cleveland’s 
Labor Commission something of their expert- 
ence in the recent sympathy strike and boy- 
cott. Most of their recitals wefe confined to 
scenes of rioting and incendiarism actually 
witnessed by them and the stories held the at- 
Aention of 2 court-room full of spectators. 

D. Hutton and H. FP. Miller of Taz Tarsune 
staff gave the history of what occurred during 
the most exciting period at Blue Island and 
the Stock-Yards; Malcom McDowell and Roy 
Baker of the Record, H. T. Cleveland of the 
Herald. Victor Harding of the Times, William 
H. T. Shade and Mr. Roberts of the Dispatch 
gave sccounts of their work at various pointe. 
Michaei J. Carroll, editor of the Hight Hour 
Herald; the Rev. M. L.Wickman of Pullman, 
Thomas Heathcote, and Chief Deputy United 
States Marshal John.C. Donnelly were also 
witnesses. Among the witnesses who may 
appear in the future is Gov, Altgeld, though 
the Commissioners say that if the Governor 
has any such intentions they know nothing 
about it. 

Gen. Miles Contradicts Debs. 

The first public denial of testimony given 
before the commission comes from Gen, Nel- 
son A. Miles, who flatly coatradicts the sworn 
statement of Eugene V. Debs to the effect 
that Gen. Miles visited the office of the Gen- 
eral Managers while the strike was going on 
and consulted the railway officials. The fol- 
lowing statement was given out at army head- 
quarters yesterday by Gen. Miles’ order: 

The statement, as reported in the city papers, 
that Eugene V. Dens said to the Labor Commis- 
sion “* Gen. Miles arrived in Chicago July 2, 
and that he repaired to the headquarters of the 
General Managers’ Association and had a con- 
sultation with the managers "' is wholly untrue. 
Gen. Miles was in Washington July 2. He left 
that city July 3,arrived in Chicago July 4 at noon, 
and went immediately to his own neadquarters, 
where he remained attending to his official af- 
fairs. He did not at any time or on any day go 
to the headquarters of the General Managers, and 
does not know where such association was locat- 
ed. He had no occasion to consult any one as to 
his official duty. The General Managers, by let- 
ter or by personal request, appealed to Cen. 
Miles for protection, as did many other people 
when the strikers and mobs were looting and 
burning their property, assaulting and murder- 
ing their employés, and on such appeals protec- 
tion was cffered.

Being pastor of 
the Swedish Methodist Episcopal (Church 
there, and in close and confidential relation- 
ship with a large number of the car com- 
pany’s employés. he considered hiniself quali- 
fied to speak authoritatively on the subject of 
the grievances which brought about the Pull- 
man strike. He said there was no question 
but wages were cut so low last fall and winter 
that many of the workmen could not make 
enough money to live on, but this was not the 
worst feature. Rents had not been 
reduced along with the reduction of 
wages. Pullman tenants were paying 
one-third more than people living in Kensing- 
ton and Roseland paid for equally good houses 
in which they enjoyed pore freedom. Em- 

ioyés living in rented hous®s outside the town, 
said, did not always stand as good a show 
of getting work when the shops were running 
light as those living in the corporation's 
houses. The minister brought outa point. 
looked upon by him as having an important 
bearmg upon the case, to the effect that even 
some of the best mechanics living in Rose- 
dale, Kensington, and other surrounding 
towns had frequently been served with notices 
by the superintendent to either move into 
Pullman or take chancés on getting little to 


do. 

“ What is the moral status of Pullman as 
compared with Kensihgton?”’ asked Commis- 
sioner Kernan. 

“It is not as good as Roseland, but some. 
what better than Kensington, which- at best 
is a ‘ bum town,’ ”’ answered the minister. 

** And it deserves its name of ‘bum town,’ 
does it?’ queried the Commissioner. 

** There is nu doubt that it does. All the 
tough saloons are there; consequently they 
attract the lawless and lowest element. 
Many of the families living in Puliman, in 
order to reduce expenses, rent out rooms 
to young men. ‘ houses are 80 
arranged that in order to get to their rooms 
it is necessary for the young men to pass 
through the living apartments of the family, 
thereby breaking into the sanctity uf the 
home. A good many instances of bad moral 
results have therefore been reported. While 
there are uo saloons in Pullman, beer wagons 
are permiited to drive through the town gell- 
ing beer to the residents.” 


An Outrage by a Foreman. 


In reply to an interrogation from Commis- 
sioner Wright Mr. Wickman declared that the 
condition of the Swede employés was 
superior to any other class, for the 
reason as a rule they are 
more frugal and more industrious, 
Up to the beginning of the present year they 
had nothing to complain of, so far as their 
domestic wants were concetned, but with the 
cutting down of forces and the reduction of 
wages a number of the families in his church 
becaine so much embarraseed that the church 
had to take care of them. 

Getti back to what he termed direct 
causes of the strike, Mr. Wickman said his 
persohal knowledge of the situation, gained 
largely through investigation, enabled him to 
inform the commission that the men had 
plenty of cause to complain of petty outrages 
upon the part of foremen, and even higher 
officials. By way of illustration an instance 
was given wherein a workman who was in- 
jured had to be sent to the hospital where 
he was confined a long time, because of im- 
proper attention when first burt, and was 
‘charged house rent during his absence. This 
man isa meinber of my church,” continued 
the minister, ‘and was working in the ham- 
mer shop. Under proper treatment the man 
recovered, but was left with a stiff wrist. He 
wanted to go back to work. I went to Gen- 
eral Manager Brown ‘to intercede in his be- 


half, and was shown a_ statement 
signed both by the man and his 
foreman saying that his injury was 


due entirely to an unavoidable accident. But 
the man said he had never signed such a state. 
ment, and with Mr. Brown I commenced an 
investigation of the case. n the foreman 
grew frightened and biustered around to. have 
the matter hushed up. The result was that 
Mr. Brown finally decided the accident was 
unavoidable. He took the man back. but at 
greatiy reduced wages, and charged him for 
rent during the time he was in the hospital. 
Similar cases could be recited. The Superin- 
tendent of the freight department told me 
of a great many such grievances, but for fear 
of losing his own head asked me not to say 
anything about them. Inasmuch as he has 
been discharged I don’t think 1 am betraying 
his confidence in what I have said. 

**One of the needs of the town,”’ continued 
Mr. Wickham, “is a hospital. Once upon a 
time a numberof us organized for the pur- 
pose of establishing such an institution. After 
completing our arrangements we went to the 
company and asked them to give us the use 
_ one of its cottages. Our request was re-

Nat D. Hutton said that his first strike as- 
signment wastogo to Blue Isiand and. he 
went with two Deputy Marshals, who carried 
the injunction issved by Judges Wood and 
Grosscup. A big mob was collected about 
the depot when they arrived. He heard Mar- 
shal Arnold read the injunction and heard 

crowd hoot at it and curse the 
court for issuing it. He _ said _ that 
within two hours after the injunction was 
read the mob went down the tracks a little 
way and overturned two cars. He thought 
that inasmuch as the population of the town 
was composed principally of railroad em- 
ployés mob and the rioters were chiefly 
strikers. They wegse ugly. Mr. Hutton also 
described what he saw during the first two or 
three days of the trouble at tne Stock- Yards, 
mentioning the overturning of cars on the 
tracks and the burning of many cars on the 
Pan- Handle road. 


The Biue Island Ricta. 


H. F. Miller testified that he was present at 
the riot at Blue Island the morning of July 2, 
and reported the trouble there for Tus Trisuns, 
and was afterward stationed at the Stock- 
Yards during the five weeks which the troops 
were on guard there, He saw a number of 
riots and much disturbance, but thought the 
most of the lawless acts were committed by 
toughs and thugs who were not necessarily 
railrdad men. The majority of men in the 
crowds, he said, wore the Debs badge of 
white ribbon, 

He told the story of the Blue Island riot in 
detail. and denied the assertion made on 
the stand by a previous witness when 
it was eaid that he was the first 
man to draw his revolver. At the Stock- 
Yards, he said, there was much rioting July 4 
and later. He saw box cars fired by mobs and 
cars overturned by other mobs. The greater 
number of the men were toughs and hood- 
lums. A few might have been railroad men. 
He was; asked if he had attended meetings of 
the strikers where violent language was used, 
and replied that with few exceptions the 
speakers discouraged violence. He had heard 
some incendiary talk. 

Whe stories told by H. T. Cleveland of the 
fierald and other reporters examined were 


the same as those preceding them. Victor 
Harding said that he counted twenty cars 
that were lying on their side. The police 


made no effort to stop the mob. 


Deputy Marshals Employed. 

Deputy United States Marshal John C. 
Donnelly closed the day's proceedings with a 
story relative to the number of Deputy Mar.

Citizenship political party. The plan for a 
party on the lines laid down by the Good-Citi.

JAUNTIER CAPS FOR THE POLICE. 


Distressful and Unshapely Affairs of Re- 
cent Winters to Be Discarded. 

Chicago policemen are to have new caps 
Oct. 1. The contract went to T. J. Callinan 
& Co. and 3,000 caps for the ‘coppers’ ”’ 
winter wear are now in process of manufact- 
ure. The old winter cap was made of heavy 
cloth without any stiffening to give it shape. 
It had great side pieces that were tied up 
when it was warm and were let down over the 
ears when it was cold. If it snowed 
or rained, but was not cold enough for ear 
coverings, the damp downfall lodged between

the ear-piece and the cap,and eventually 
oozed down the pence guardian’s neck. The 
old cap lost its shape at the first baptism.

The reports as to temoverature are as fol- 


elows: 


Dnring the week ending Aug. 20 nearly normal 
temperature conditions prevailed in the Lower 
Lake region, Southern New Eaogland, and in the 
Middle Atlantic and Gulf States, although the 
daily averages in those sections were slighily de- 
ficient. In the Upper-Lake region and on the 
South Pacific coast the week was cooler than 
usual, the deficiency in temperature ranging 
from 3° to 6° per day, being most marked in 
Southern California and over the eastern portion 
of the Upper Michican peninsuia. From the 
North Pacific coast eastward to the Upper Mis- 
sissippi Valley and in the Lower Ohio Vailey and 
South Atlantic States the week was warmer than 
usual. in the South Atlantic States the temper- 
ature excess was very slight, but it exceeded 3° 
per day from the Lower Ohio and Central Misasis- 
sippi Valleys’ northward to the North Pacific 
coast,a maximum deficiency of 6° per day oc- 
curring in Eastern Kansas and over portions of 
Montana, Idaho, and Eastern Washington. 

The precipitation of moisture was as fol- 
lows: 

On the South Atlantic and West Gulf coasts, 
and over portions of Arkansas, Tennessee, Ala- 
vbama, Mississippi. and North Carolina more 
than the usual amountof rain fell during the 
week ending Aug. 20. There was also more 
than the usual amount of rain in Eastern Massa- 
chusetts, along the New Jersey coast, and over 
Small areas in the Ohio, Upper Mississippi. and 
Missouri Valleys and Central Rocky Sountein 
slopes. Over the greater portion of the country 
from New England and the Middle Atlantic 
coast westward to the Pacific the rainfall was 

low the average, and over a considerable part 
of the lake region no measurable amount fell. 
Portions of Minnesota, North Dakota, Missouri, 
Arkansas, Oklahoma, Western Texas, and Flor- 
ida were also without appreciable rainfall. 

Reports indicate that the general condition 
of cotton is less favorable than last week. The 
bollworm and rust have caused considerable 
injury in Alabama, Louisiana, and in portions 
of Texas. while complaints of shelling are re- 
ported from South Carolina, Georgia, Alaba- 
ma, Louisiana, and Mississippi. In Arkansas 
the crop has stood the month well, and not with- 
standing the unfavorabie reports from por- 
uons of Texas, the general condition of cot- 
ton in that State is promising. Picking has 
been retarded by rain in portions of Texas, 
but in Florida the weather has been especial- 
ly favorable for securing the crop. Late 
corn has improved in portions of Kan- 
sas, Missouri, and Ohio, and more encourag- 
ing reports are received from Indiana and II. 
linois. In Michigan much corn is past help 
and in Nebraska cutting for fodder is general. 
The reports for the Southern States, except 
Kentucky, where corn is firing badly, con- 
tinue favorable, and an unusually good crop 
in that section is now assured. Damaging 
effects from drought are reported from New 
York, Maryland, Michigan, Ohio, Kentucky, 
liliaois, Kansas, and Oklahoma, and rains are 
greatly needed in these States. ‘Tobacco has 
improved in Maryland and Southwestern 
Ohio; in Kentucky it is firing considerably. 
In Pennsylvania early tobacco has been 
housed in good condition, and in North Caro- 
lina the crop is curing well, Except in New 
York but little-plowing for fall seeding has as 
yet been done, 


DROUGHT ENTIRELY BROKEN IN IOWA, 


General Condition of Unharvested Crops 
Is More Favorable. 


Des Morngs, Ia., Aug. 21.—The crop report 


gays: 

The general conditions have been decidedly 
more favorable for all unharvested crops. 
Drought has been effectuaily broken by copious 
showers in two-thirds of the State, southwest 
and south central districts receiving the least 
amount. Reports snow an improvement in the 
condition of corn in fields where the vitality of 
the plant has been maintained and ears have 
been formed. A large portion. of the nage 
planted has been or will be cut for fodder, an 
all reports contirm the previous estimate that 
the total amount of merchantabie corn cribbed 
this year will be about one-third of the average 
yield of this State. 


INDIANA CROPS ARE MUCH IMPROVED. 


Rains in Many Parts of the State Come to 
Relief of Corn.

The triplet record 
is not filled out every day, although a whole

no surprise at the office. 

Out at Louis Weber’s home, No. 31 Cleve- 
land avenue, are two girls and a boy, all just 
a week old,and they are as jolly a trio of 
blinking little tots as one could hope to meet. 
The household is jealously guarded by a 
woman whose strongest curd is her deter- 
mined inability to speak or understand a 
word of English. After the first two or three 
days of exhibition the curiosities, the mother, 
and the attendants all grew tired of 
the overwhelming interest and withdrew 
from public gaze. At No. 3232 Fifth 
avenue are the three littie daughters of Mr. 
and Mrs. John D. Spencer, who arrived last 
Friday. They are doing well. 

According to the record there is an average 
of 2,000 births reported. in Chicago each 
month. According to authorities this repre- 
sents 50 per cent of the entire number, Last 
year the records were as follows: January, 
2,288; February.

TO HANDLE CALIFORNIA WINES.

For some time many of the vine- 
yardists of California have been dangerously 
close to bankruptcy, for the prices have been 
low, due somewhat to overproduction, 
but owing chiefly to the maneuvers, 
it is said, of a clique of San 
Francisco dealers. This new syndicate ex- 
pects to put all the producers on their feet, 
enable them to pay off their indebtedness, ana 
give a great boom to the industry generally 
in the State. Officers of the syndicate al- 
ready have been chosen, and it has begun 
taking over the grape and wine contracts 
made by the Viticultural committee of 
seven with the producers of the State. These 
agreements are to sell over 80 per cent 
of the output for the. next

or deafers, already have entered the combine, 
although others may yet be admitted.

WHISKY TRUST'S BIG LOAN I8 NOT 
REGARDED FAVORABLY. : 


Statement That $4,000,000 Has Been Bor- 
rowed from Chicago Banks Authorita- 
tively Dented=Heavy Market for West 
Chicago Street Bailroad Stock—Insiders 
Have Made a Successful Coup=Straw- 
board Directors Working at an Agree- 
ment=Firmer “terling Market. 


Yesterday's rumor was that the whisky trust 
had negotiated a $4,000,000 loan in Chica- 
go. The story can be authoritatively denied. 
The whisky trust would unquestionably like 
to negotiate such a loan, but Chicago bankers 
are not disposed to make it. Bankers here 
have been approached on the subject, but they 
ask for personal indorsement of the paper by 
Neison Morris and other of the trust magnates, 
while those gentlemen do not feel disposed to 
use their signatures in that way. The past 
history of the whisky trust and its various 
financial operations and stock market epi- 
sodes do not place it ina particularly favor- 
able position to negotiate such a large loan as 
it is now endeavoring to get, and there is 
little probability of its succeeding among the 
Chicago banks. It has undoubtedly borrowed 
some money in the West, and probably some 
here, but the amount by no means aggregates the 
sum which has been stated. There have lately 
been some negotiations with large liquor dealers 
looking to their advancing the maney required to 
pay the tax on a considerabie amount of the 
product which is in boad, and it is more prob- 
abie that there will be some success met with in 
that direction than that any large loan will 
directly madein the West. Should such an ar- 
rangement be made with some of the large deal- 
ers the announcement will undoubtedly follow 
that a loan hud been secured, for it is the wish of 
those who are controlling the affairs of the com- 

any to make it appear that the loan is made. 
There is the highest authority, however, for say- 
ing that no such loan has been made in Chicago, 
and that there is not the siighest/prospect that it 
will be made. 


H: L. Horton & Co. yesterday wired Edward L. ' 


Brewster & Co. the following, which they pref- 
aced with the statement that it came from an 
excellent authority: *“‘Much of the conflicting 
talk regarding tho loans is due to. the fact that 
the trust some days ago secured a loan of about 
$4,000,000 in the West. The ioan they have 
been negotiating forin the East is for $5.000,- 
000. The company is getting 20c per gailon on 
the goods taken out of bond and sold, By next 
Monday, if the tariff bill is not signed before, 
the company will show its hand, and it is be- 
lieved by many that it will be found to have se- 
cured sufficient money to remove its goods from 
bond. Owing to the ready market which it has 
for its goods every two and one-half gallons 
which it removes and sells net. and receives cash 
therefor, will enable it to pay’ tax on one addi- 
tional galioa. If it receives 7c additional rebate 
voucher, which it undoubtedly does in many 
cases, the proportion will be still less. With a 
little ready money the trust will undoubtedly be 
able to work itself into a very comfortable tinan- 
cial position in the next few days.

formation regarding the West Side situation, and 
it is generally believed that in advance of this 
disturbing news the insiders have been disposing 
of stock in reams. There is little room for doubt 
that the insiders have been extensively interested 
in the market, and that unquestionably on the 
short side. Toall appearances these sales from 
the insiders were continuing yesterday, but it is 
not at all safe to judge by appearances in a case 
of this kind. There has undoubtedly been added 
one more to an exceedingly long list of successful 
stock market operations by the insiders, but just 
the position the successfal operators may be in 
now is most diflicult to say. Admitting all the 
unfavorable things that are known or guessed at 
concerning the West Side, the poor earnings 
and the poor prospects for traffic, the heavy ex- 
penditares and the possible necessity for further 
issués of securities, elevatad competition, and the 
whole doiefu) list. there is still a point some- 
where that West Side may be safely counted an 
investment purchase. Itis true that there are 
no investors apparantly at hand now to take 
stock in any amount, nor is there much prospect 
that the investment demand will be of mach 
force for some time. The stock, however, is not 
in weak hands andis not im a position to be 
forced out unnecessarily. While insiders may 
still be selling, as they appear to be, it would 
not be surprising if instead of that they are mere: 
ly coquetting with the room tradera with the 
hope that a considerable short interest may be 
developed. The most carefal traders have pretty 
generally come to the conclusion that the stock 
has now got too low to sell short. It does not at 
all follow that it is a purchase at present prices, 
but the prospect for profit on the short side is 
limited to a few points at most, while the proba- 
bility of an adyance takes in a mach wider range. 
There has appeared to be po connection whatever 
between the course of our local market and the 
condition’in Wail street, which is another indi- 
cation that local changes in quotations are not 
governed by public sentiment, but rather by 
clique operations. There is really nothing what- 
ever in the market outside of West Chicago 
street railroad stock. and the course of that has 
been controlied in no degree by general condi- 
tions. 

There were a few sales of Calamet Dock around 
55. Strawboard sold at 32. The Strawboard 
people were having another meeting in New York 
yesterday, but their agreemént with the outside 
rnitls seems still a good ways from consumma- 
tion. 

The prospect for poorcorn crops in Kansas 
and Nebraska has affected quotations for Kansas 
City and Omaha Stock- Yards securities but little. 
Omaha Stock-Yards is now 120 bid and Kansas 
City 180 bid. 

A history of the Chicago Stock Exchange has 
just been published. The autber is I. A. Fiem- 
ing, financial editor of the Evening Journal, The 
volume can lay claim to much artistic and litera- 
ry merit. It contains fine full page portraits of 
all the active members of the exchange and a 
well-written history of that organization, to- 
gether with short biographies of the members. 
The volume is in every way a credit to the author 
and the exchange. 

The aspect of the foreign exchange market 
changed cénsiderably yesterday. uotations 
were materiaily firmer. Posted rates were 1n- 
changed, but actual rates advanced from '4 to ‘4 
cent.. New York reports indicated an increasing 
demand for bills without much increase in the 
su »ply.

KEEP QUT THE REDS. 


STRONG REPORT PRESENTED AGAINST 
ANAROHISTS FROM EUROPE. 


The House J udiciary Committee Urges 
Legisiation to Promote the 
Safety—Rigorous Measures Should Be 
Taken to Prevent the Influx of Assas- 
sins from France and lItaly~Warner 
Prevents Action on the Will BilleGold- 
sier Also Declares Against the Measure. 

Wasurnoton, D, C., Aug. 21.—-A strong re- 
port favoring the rigid exclusion and depor- 
tation of alien Anarchists has been made by 


the Committee on Judiciary. The report. 


says: 

“It is admitted on all hands the question is 
one of very great importance and that legis- 
lation on the subject is called for by every 
consideration of public safety. The commit- 
tee is advised that, owing to the severe legis- 
lation recently adopted by France and Italy, 
a great many dangerous Anarchists are mak- 
ing their way to the United States, and as under 
existing laws they cannot be denied admis- 
sion to our territory, the United States will 
soon be the rendezvous of these human mon- 
sters unless the proposed legislation is speedi- 
ly adopted. Our committee is of the opinion 
the United States is fully justified by existing 
conditions in using all its powers to prevent 
immigration and settlement in this country 
of men who repudiate all law, all govern- 
mént, and practically proclaim themselves as 
the enemy of mankind. The peculiar method 
which they have adopted of impressing the 
public of the justice of their views by detest- 
able assassinations and wanton destruction of 
property will not commend them to the favor- 
able consideration of any one in this country. 

**Your committee has no disposition to 
hamper the rigorous and prompt execution 
of the law providing for their exclusiou and 
deportation by any unnecessary proceedings or 
delays and is now wiliing to concede that the 
Superintendent yf Immigration and Secreta- 
ry of the Treasury may be fully trusted 
to confine the operation of the law to those 
who are justiy subject to its provisions.” 


Objections Are Met. 


The report takes up the various objections 
made to the proposed measure and disposes 
of each of thern. Concerning the objection 
that the bill is faulty in not defining anarchy 
the report says: 

As the meaning of the word is defined as “ ab- 
sence of goveroment, the state of society where 
there is no law or supreme power; a state of law- 
lessness; political confusion.”’ and its meaning 
well known, it is considered uynecessary to_in- 
cumber the act/with a special definition. The 
committee meets the objection that a person 
should not be charged with anarchy and deported 
without jury trial, by saying: “ It would hardly 
be contended, we suppose, the government ought 
to maintain a jury at every port of entry for the 
purpose of passing on the qualifications of im- 
migrants who desire to enter, and as the im- 
migrant who has been permitted to enter ac- 
quires no rights not possessed by the foreigner 
who desires to enter, we are unable to perceive 
upon what principle a jury trial is insisted upon 
in order to deport an alien whose continued resi- 
dence in the country is considered detrimental 
to the public welfare. ; 

In conclusion the report states there is full 
constitutional power for the enactment of the 
proposed law and that there is urgent neces- 
sity for ‘the immediate passage of sucha 
measure. 

Strenvous efforts are being made to pass the 
bill before Congress adjourns. Secretary Car- 
lisle and Commissioner of Immigration Stump 
are very desirous of having this law as a pro- 
tection agairst the 500 Anarchists recently 
expelled frourforeign countries and now en 
route here. The Treasury officials have the co- 
operation of Speaker Crisp and the House 
managers, but thus far it has been impossible 
to steer the bill past the objections of Repre- 
sentative Warner of New York and others, 
which, in the absence of a quorum, have pre- 
vented the passage of the Senate bill. 

Reed’s Aid Invoked. 

When Mr. Warner’s objection sidetracked 
the bill today efforts were at once made to 
get consent by telegraph from Mr. Reed for 
a special rule bringing the bill to a vote. If 


| this is obtained the Speaker and Mr. Uatch- 
| ings will frame the rule. 


Mr. Warner is not the only member ready 
to object to the bill. Representative Gold. 
zier of Chicago says the measure is iill-con- 
sidered and that it makes no provision for 
designating who are Anarchists and subject to 
summary deportation without trial. Mr. 
Goldzier today sent the following inquiry to 
the Secretary of the Treasury : 

In view of the pendency of Senate Bill 2314, 
which, as | am informed, was prepared by you, I 
desire for use in the House your covstruction of 
the term “ alien Anarchist” as used in said bill. 
In other words, I desire an outline of the con- 
struction which under your decision the depart- 
ment would piace on this term in case this bill is 
passed, : 

Representative Warner says he will renew 
his objection whenever the attempt to pass 
the bill may be made. His objections to the 
measure are that it places the indictment, 
trial, and sentence of citizens in the hands of 
administrative officers and on 
aione. Under it. he asserts, the harmless 
man who gives voice to anarchistic vaporings 
would be seized while the really dangérous 
and murderous characters would not be ap- 
prehended. 

The objections made to Senator Hill’s bill 
are thatthe provisions made in it for the de- 
portation of Anarchists are toodrastic. It is 
claimed any person adjudged an Anarchist 
could be deported under its provisions; even 
if he bad been in this country for many years. 
Senator Hill does not think this claim is suffi- 
cient to cause any trouble, as it is not likely 
that innocent persons will be made to suffer, 
and that it will be enforced only against those 
who are very objectionable, and whom all so- 
ciety would desire to see removed from this 
country to such countries as they emigrated 
from. : : 


MR. WARNER OBJECTS TO THE BILL. 
He Estops the House from Taking Action 
Against Anarchists. 

Wasuinctron, D. C., Aug. 21.—There was 
not a quorum present when the House began 
its session today. The Senate bill for the ex- 
clusion and deportation of alien Anarchists 
was called up. Mr. Warner (Dem., N. Y.) 
objected to the consideration of the bill. “I 
regret,”’ said he, *‘ that I must always stand 
here and protest against putting in the hands 
of administrative officers the enormous power 
conferred by this bill.”’ 

‘* Does not the gentleman know,” inter- 
posed Mr. McMillin (Dem., Tenn.), “ that 
300 Anarchists, whose descriptions are al- 
ready in the hands of the police, are on their 
way to these shores?”’ 

‘* The gentleman from New York,’’ replied 
Mr. Warner emphatically, ‘‘cannot be panic- 
stricken, and he objects to giving to officers 
the pursuit of a crime not punishable accord- 
ing to our statutes, and to giving them power 
to deport such persons as they may deem of- 
fenders.”’ 

‘**Whenever a word is used in a statute,”’ 
suggested Mr. Oates (Dem., Ala.), “it is 
given the common law interpretation.”

Baptist Minister Compelled to Leave the 
Uncongenial Soil of Mexico. 

Wasuineton, D.C. Aug. 21.—Some days ago 
a dispatch from Mexico announced the Rev. H. 
R. Mosely, a Baptist minister. had been impris- 
oned at Saltillo, Mex., as the result of publishing 
a pamphlet entitled **Three Centuries of Roman- 
ism in Mexico.” As the Mexicans who profess 
any faith are generally Catholics, this publica- 
tion caused great excitement in the country, and 
it is probable the reverend missionary was ar- 
rested by the local authorities to preserve him 
from harm quite as much as to punish him.

ARRESTED BEOAUSE OF HIS CLOTHES 


Remarkable Story About a Sick Man, a 
Crime, and a Hospital. 

Toronto, Ont., Aug. 21.—[Special.]—A re- 
markable story is told here by Dr. Spurr, a 
member of the Royal College of Surgeons, 
England. Dr. Spurr in the capacity of med.- 
ical adviser accompanies a Mr. Annandale, 
who appears to have been the victim of a 
clever trick. In December a man named Ar- 
nott. an employé of a bank in Newcastle, En- 
gland, absconded to Baltimore, Md., with a 
large sum of money. On arriving at Balti- 
more Arnott fell from a carriage, broke his 
arm, and was removed to a hospital. His 
bed neighbor was Annandale, Arnott when 
sufficiently recovered left the hospital, 
changing his clothes for those of An- 
nandale, who was supposed to be dy- 
ing from lung trouble. Arnott succeeded 
in dodging the detectives who were searching 
for him until one night in a railway accident 
he was killed. The coroner of the place, not 
knowing. Arnott’s crime, sent a cable to 
Arnott’s home announcing his death. ‘The 
police still continued the , hunt for Arnott, 
under the name of Annandale, who, haying 
recovered his health, left the hospital and was 
immediately arrestec, the detectives believing 
him to be Arnott. In February Annandale 
was extradited to England. Mrs. Arnott. 
upon seeing the prisoner, declared he was not 
her husband, nor could the Newcastle 
authoritie s identify him. Annandale now 
sues the English authorities for $50,000 dam- 
ages for false arrest. 


MOSQUITOES SETTLE ON MARYLAND. 


Millions of the Pests Swarm on the East 
Shore of Chesapeake Bay. 

Bautimore, Md., Aug. 21.—[Special.]— 
Mosquitoes have taken possession of the 
towns along the eastern shore of the Cheaa- 
peake Bay in Maryland. Millions of the lit- 
tle pests settled down upon the citizans of 
Crisfield and Centerville Sunday last and 
since then day and night they have swarmed 
in clouds over those towns. At night they 
are so thick about the street lamps as to ob- 
scure the lights.. Men at work about the 
wharves wear mosquito netting attached to 
their broad-brimmed straw hats and falling 
over their shoulders. Two children who wan- 
dered off in the low lands back of Crisfield 
were nearly stung to death. Their faces and 
arms were covered with, bites. Railroad 
trains .on the peninsular run through 
clouds of the insects which swarm into the 
cars and nearly drive the passengers frantic. 
A number of summer boarding-housés have 
been compelled to close’ on account of the 
pesta. The Maryland mosquito is larger and 
more numerous this season than for twenty 
years.

WHISKY LEFT IN BOND 


LARGE PROPORTION OF TRUST GooDs 
MAY NOT BE TAKEN OUT, 


It Is Said by Revenue Officials Only the 
Poorer Class of Goods Has Been With- 
‘drawna=—Profit Slight in Spite of the 
Saving of TaxeTrust Continues to 
Keep the Entire Country Guessing 
No Information as to What the Next 


- Mave Will Be. 


Wasutnaton, D. C., Aug. 21.—[Special.]— 
From official sources the statement is obtained 
that the intePnal revenue receipts sinée June 
30 have amounted to $43,124,202, as com- 
pared with $23,342,955 for the same period 
in 1893. This gives an inerease of $19,781,- 
247. Of this it is estimated $1,781,247 is 
the increase on cigars and beer, leaving $18,- 
000,000 as the increase on whisky with- 
drawn from bond to escape the ad- 
ditional tax. This would mean 20.000,- 
000 galions, which at forty gallons to 
the barrel would be 500,000 barrels. It 
is estimated about 110,000,000 gallons of 
whisky will remain in bond when the new 
law goes into effect. Revenue officials refer 
to the figures given above to show the 
amount of spirits withdrawn under the present 
rush by thee whisky men is not as great as 
has been stated, They also declare that on 
figuring in insurance and leakage there can 
be no profit in withdrawing from bond any- 
thing but the cheapest grade of whisky. It 
follows, therefore, that with so much of the 
low-grade stuff on the market consumers are 
apt to get a much poorer whisky over the 
bar for some time to come than in the past. 


TRUST KEEPS THE PEOPLE GUESSING. 


No Information as to When It Will Make 
a Move at Peoria. 


Peorta,. lli., Aug. 21.—[Special.]— The 
whisky trust continues to keep the entire 
country guessing. There is no positive in- 
formation as to when they will make a move. 
There was a slight increase in revenue collec 
tions today, but it was an insignificant in- 
crease, the total amounting to only $75,926, 
not a normal day’s business. 

Collector Hunter was happy today. He 
had fifty-nine gaugers at work at various dis- 
tilleries, thus breaking all previous records, 
while progressing rapidly, 
cannot now be completed by the time the 
new law goes into effect.

Some of Mr. Mize’s deputies will lock the fur- 
nace doors and seal them and disconnect the 
machinery as the law requires and the distil- 
lery will be closed. The reason given for 
shutting Gown was that the owners of the 
plant desire to make repairs, but it was taken 
by the officials at the government building as 
an indication of the policy of the whisky 
trust to stop the manufacture of spirits 
until the immense quantity of whisky which 
has been tuken out of bond during the last 
two weeks has been disposed of. The new 
spirits left in bond will be given an opporta- 
nity to age before the trust manufactures much 
more. ae revenue official said the trust has 
paid the tax on about one-fourth of the whisky 
it had in stock through the country and has 
thereby made a big profit.

The chief 
trouble seems to have been that the buildings 
erected for the schoolse—huge structures hous- 
ing from 500 to 1,800 children—have lacked 
in sanitary appliances, and the buildings of 
the *‘ associated ’’ type —to adopt the language 
of the Local Government Board—‘* seem to 
have been specially adapted for the cultiva- 
tion of ophthalmia, fever, and diphtheria, 
together with sundry forms of disease that 
indicate a diminished vitality. The mere 


massing of the children together is found to, 


bé hurtful, for these evils arise quite inde- 
pendently of insufficient food or cruel treat- 
ment, though such aggravations are not 
wholly unknown. Nor is this all the fault 
that is found. The boys and girls are held to 
such rigid lines that they are said to be 
turned out “all madeto pattern,” and the 
very evil it is sought to remove—the taint of 
pauperism—is really ingrained into the 
pupils. The agitation now going on is likely 
to be remedied somewhat by dispersing the 
children into smaller groups, where a few 
hundred only are to be accommodated. 


NOT INVESTIGATING THE STRIKE. 

The most prominent feature in the state- 
ments made by ex-Dictator Debs before the 
Strike Commission is his supreme indifference 
to the rights of the public. He appars to 
have recognized the fact that the public did 
suffer ggeatly from the strike, but not by a 
single Wcerd does he intimate disapproval of 
the policy which could not be carried out 
without discomfort and loss to a thousand per- 
sons for every one it was proposed to benefit 
by the strike. Debs did not state his feeling 
quite so strongly as if he had used a sentence 
once alleged t@°have been uttered by Vander- 
bilt, but the difference is merely a matter of 
phraseology. No one who reads the state- 
ments made by Debs can doubt that the gen- 
eral public is held’ by him to have no rights 
which a striker is bound to respect. He 
admitted that he and his associates had at- 
tempted to paralyze the railroads, and had 
not recognized the fact that as common car- 
riers the railroads were protected by the laws 
of the United States. In saying that the 
strike was brought to an end by the injunc- 
tion issued by the United States Court he virt- 
ually admitted that if there had been no law 
and no court the strike might have been car- 
ried out so as to have caused an infinite 
amount of damage. But because the law ex- 
pressly forbade the acts he was guilty of and 


the court laid down the law he was obliged to 


yield to the law, ,as many smaller offenders 
against the law have had to do, and to the 
voice of public opinion, which equally was 
against him. Debs confessed shamelessly to 
the success of the Great Northern strike, and 
intimated that this had encouraged him to 
undertake a larger crusade against all the 
railroads centering in Chicage. He had the 
supreme gall to allege that the rgilroad man- 
agers conspired against him, when all. that 
they did was to resist his unwarranted inter. 
ference with their business and the rights of 
the great public. He talked asif he thought 
that public has no rights, and that even it was 
unfair he should be stopped in his mad career 
by the majesty of the law. 

And the most-noticeable feature in the con- 
duct of the investigation by the Commission- 
crs is their utter failure to put to the ex-dic- 
tator questions calculated to elicit informa- 
tion of value to the public. They inquired, ap- 

‘parently with great interest, as to the policy 

of the strikers in regard to intimidation, the 
views of Debs as to the aimount of responsi- 
bility of the railroad managers for the strike, 
and his intentions for unification of workers 
in tho future, but nota word did they utter 
tending to bring out a statement of economic 
principle or an approach towards it. They 
did not ask anything about tne folly or wis- 
dom of striking on a falling market, though 
such a question was led up to by the refer- 
ence to railroad wages having beén reduced 
towards the close of last year. They did not 
seek to know if Debs or those for whom he 
éssayed to speak recognized any difference be- 
tween a rising and a falling market for the 
products of labor as bearing wpon the advisa- 
bility of ordering a strike or the probability of 
its being a success if undertaken. They did 
not ask Debs if he had ascertained or tried to 
ascertain whether or not Mr. Pullman could 
afford to pay the wages demahded without 
losing on his contracts, Nor did they try to 
draw out any real or fancied justification of 
the wickedness of an attempt to tie up the 
railroads of the country because of a dispute 
about wages at a place where some of the 
rolling stock is manufactured,'and to inflict a 
deadly blow on the commerce of the whole 
country out of mere sympathy with a few 
hundred men who, they claimed, had been 
badly treated by their employer. ( 

Apparently the members of the commission 
did not want to obtain any information on 
these important points. Like Gallio, they 
‘ carted for none of these things.” They al- 
lowed Debs to state his foolish idea that a co- 
operative commonwealth would be an ac- 
ceptable substitute for the wage system, but 
had no curiosity to inquire if such a common- 
wealth would be possible when a considerable 
proportion of its members were in favor of 
such grossly unjust and despotic measures as 
those attempted in the conduct. of 
the late strike. They allowed Debs 
to make the grtacious admizxion that 
the real object in cailing out the militia 
was the protection of non-union men em- 
ployed to take the place of strikers, and then 
permitted him to add “ they did not have pro- 
tection against the strikers’ without asking 
who else it was necessary to be protected 

against, or if men not members of the unions 
had any interest in maltreating others who 
wanted towork, They obtained from him 


the admission that, in his opinion, it is justi- 
fiable to discommode the public for the sake 
of carrying a specific point, but did not ask 
if Debs is in favor ot carrying this “ discom- 
modding ” to the extent of murder of individ- 
uals and wholesale destruction of property. 
In short, theexamination of Debs by them 
was little better than a farce, in which the 
man who is morally responsible for the loss 
of twenty-six lives and eighty million dollars’ 
worth of property was allowed without a 
word of protest or even of searching ques- 
tion to try and make it appear that ‘he was 
completely justified in all his wickedness, and 
that the best interests of society demmapd his 
conduct shall be lauded instead of being 
visited with condign punishment.

CO-OPERATIVE COMMONWEALTH FOLLY. 

Debs told the Strike Commissioners that he 
believes *‘in the codperative comm nwealth 
principles laid down by Lawrence Green- 
lund.”’ That is, he is in favor of having all 
the means of production and distribution 
owned and controlled by the State. Under 
that plan all the mills and factories, the little 
shops as well as the big ones, in which pro- 
ductive processes are carried on, all the rail- 
roads and ships, the team wagons and draft 


horses in the cities, and all the farms, with 


their machiaoery and: other improvements, 
are to pass out of the ownershib of the in- 
dividuals whose property they now are and 
be owned by the State. The whole proprietor 
class is to be abolished, even the storekeepers 
going into the same category, because their 
establishments are means of distribution, and 
every person engaged in producing things 
wanted, orin carrying them to the place 
where required for eonsumption, must be- 
come a mere servant of the State, with no 
more ownership of the material than now is 
possessed by the veriest slave. 

It is true that the plan which Debs professes 
to desire to have put in practice is said to in- 
clude graded compensation, so that it is not 
proposed to reduce all to the dead level aimed 
at by the extreme Socialist, but there is no 
agreement as to scale other than that theoret- 
ically each person is to enjoy his share of pro- 
duction. How that is to be determined no 
one knows, since there might be as wide dif- 
ferences of opinion as now in regard to the 
felative values of the labor engaged in the 
several processes involving wage compensa- 
tiom Under the new order of things the man 
who mixes and carries the mortar might de- 
mand the same pay as the one who lays the 
bricks. and the laborer on the farm claim 
more than either on the ground that his work 
requires the most physical exertion. If these 
and a thousand other wage relations were de- 
termined by vote there would be no more 
agreement and more chance for quarrel- 
ing than now, while if settled by a 
commission of labor demagogue bosses 
the proceeding would be more despotic 
than anything now complained of. Only 
one point appears to be agreed on and that is 
that brains deserve little pay either for con- 
ceiving of processes or directing them. 
in comparison with the manual laber em- 
ployed in the work. If this -notion could be 
put into practice the communities adopting it 
might say good-by to the inventiyeness which 
now.leads in improvement and to about all of 
the intelligence that controis the different 
processes with a direct eye to economical! pro- 
duction. But inasmuch as the latter now is 
what constitutes nearly all the difference be- 
tween success and failure in the conduct of a 
brsiness, so it may be feared that the lack of 
it under the new conditions would involve the 
performance of so much misdirected labor as to 
more than compensate for the abolition of 
proprietary capital if it did not cause an utter 
breakdown in the system. The alleged re- 
formers would find it impossible to eat their 
cake and have it tou. 

The loss due to this would amount to far 
more than any possible saving that could be 
made by trying to ignore the value of brains 
in competition with muscle. Then the work- 
ers would find themselves worse off than 
now, because they would have to pay inter- 


est on all the capital turned over to the State. . 


In the case of the | railroads, which Debs may 
be*presumed to have madea particular study 
of, the loss would bea big one, as their cur- 
rent net earnings do not exceed 4 per cent 
perannum on the present selling vaiue of 
the properties, and hardly could they expect 
to have the use of the capital at less than 4 
per cent interest. Of course it should not be 
forgotten that most if not all of the men who 
raise the cry for State ownership do so under 
the notion that the State could. confiscate 
the property outright, or: pay for it with fiat 
shinplasters, not having any redemption pro- 
vided for them nor expected to be redeemed. 
But this is the sheerest kind of folly. Apart 
from the utter wickedness of the proposition 
it could not be carried out for the very suffi- 
cient reason that the persons who own all the 
means of production and distribution, with 
their families, forin a majority of the people 
of the United States, and therefore could not 
be forced by the others to part with their 
property and to exchange their present status 
of freemen for that of slaves. For that is what 
it would amount to under any system of State 
Socialism. The mass of the people would be 
down on one hideous dead level like paupers 
in a poor-house. Above them would be the 
Socialist bosses, of whom Debs would like to 
be one, who would rule with absolute tyranny 

They might have their pets and favorites 
among the State slaves, who would fare a lit- 
tle better than those who ate at the common 
trough, but as for the latter, deprived of indi- 
vidualism, of home life, of families, with no 
hope of escape, no prospect of a change of 
condition, their fate .would be more intoler. 
able than that of a man sent to a penitentiary. 
on a life sentence, For he has a hope of par 

don. 


THE TARIFF BILL TO TAKE EFFECIr 
MONDAY. 

It is stated now that the President will not 
sign the tariff bill because he thinks he can- 
not do so “ without stultifying himself.” He 
will, however, permit it to become a law. 
Apparentiy he objects to active but not to 
passive stultitication. The bill was handed to 
him on Wednesday, the 15th, about 1 o’clock. 
The ten days he is allowed to hold it will be 
up at the same hour next Monday. Then the 
new reduced duties will become operative and 
the flood of cheaper foreign goods promised 
the workingmen in 1892 will begin. Unhap- 
pily these men have no money with which to 
buy the products of cheap foreign labor. The 
Democrats forgot to attend io that. 

It turns out, however, that there are certain 
classes of goods in ond which have been 
held in the warehouses until the new law went 
into force which will not be benefited by its 
provisions. It was supposed that articles for- 
merly dutiable, but which have been put on 
the free list, would have to pay no duties if in 
bond at the time the new law went into force. 
but the Secretary of the Treasury has decided 
otherwise. While goods. in bend on which 
duties are reduced may be released by pay- 
ment of the new duty if withdrawn for con- 
sumption, goods which have been put on the 
free list must be reimported in order to be 
admitted free. 

There are large quantities of wool now in 
the New York bonded warehouses. Under 
the decision of the Treasury the owners must 
either pay the duties of the present law or ex- 
port it and then reimport it, There are many 
other articles which were put on free list. 
Among them are binding twine,|salt, cotton

ties, flax, hemp, lumber, paintings, and stat- 
uary, but it is probable that wool is the only 


one of which there are large quantities in 


bond, 

As has been stated before the greatly re- 
duced duties on woolens do not ga into force 
till the ist of January. Owing to the free 
listing of wool and the consequent repeal of 
the compensatory duties, and also to the re- 
duction of the purely protective ones, the av- 
erage lowering of the duties on woolen goods 
is a little over 50 per cent, so that very iarge 
importations may be expected this winter. 
The inflow of the other classes’ of goods— 
linens, cottons, silks, earthen and glass ware, 
metal goods, etc,—will begin next Monday. 


THE STUFFED POPULIST VOTE OF 1892. 


A Populist Congressman from Colorado by | 


the name of Pence made a speech in this city 
night before last in which he said: 

What brought about the Populist movement in 
1892? How did it happen that 1,250.000 votes 
of freemen were recorded in that contest? We 
felt then that even if we could not elect anybody 
we ought to record our protest against existing 
conditions. When the election of 1892 came and 
Harrison and Cleveland were ranning against 
each other, 1,250,000 citizens entered a protest 
by their votes against the election of either of 
them. No one expected to elect Gen. Weaver. 
The Populists were inspired by the same senti- 
ment that moved the growing Republican party 
in 1856 to declare against siavery in the South. 


This vote of a million and a quarter was 
largely a loan one. Weaver got 163,000 
votes in Kansas and Cleveland got none, 
though in 1888 he got 102,000. In 1892 
the Democrats were turned over to Weaver 
by tneir leaders, so that the Electoral vote of 
the State might be taken from Harrison, In 
1888 the Democrats of Colorado cast 37,500 
votes and in 1892 none. They were lent to 
Weaver, swelling his vote to 53,500 and tak- 
ing the State away from Harrison. 
Cleveland got 80,500 votes in Nebraska and 
four years later but 25,000, Fifty-five thou- 
sand had been loaned to Weaver, for it wes 
thought he might carry the State, and it was 
certain Cleveland could not. 

These are a few instances of the way in 
which the Populists borrowed votes, most of 
which they wil! have to return this fall or two 
years hence. These temporary Populists did 
not vote for Weaver in order to protest 
against the election. of either Harrison or 
Cleveland. They were voting in Cleveland’s 
interest, trying to take from. Harrison the 
Electoral votes of States which would 
have been his but for the fusion. .In most 
cases they succeeded, and, even if Harrison 
had carried New York, Illifiois, and Indiana, 
the loss of Electoral votes due to the aid given 
Weaver by the Democrats would have kept 
him from getting a majority of the total vote 
and thrown the election inte the House, which 
was controiled bythe Democrats. 

So the ‘*‘sentiment that moved” a large 
proportion of the men who marked their bal- 
lots for Weaver in 1892 was the wish to de- 
feat Harrison and elect Cleveland. The sen- 
timent which controlled most of the remainder 
is well known. They had other people’s 
property in their hands for which they had 
promised to pay certain numbers of 100- 
cert dollars. They wanted to keep the prop- 
erty without paying the dollars, and hence 
were in favor of free coinage of silver, which 
would give them 50-cent dollars and thus en- 
able them to cheat their creditors out of half 
their dues, Their disreputable knavish senti- 
ments are well known, and no intelligent, 
honest man would dream of saying that there 
was any similarity between the Republicans 
of 1856, who opposed the extension of 
slavery, and the Populists of 1894, who are 
opposed to the honest payment of debts’and

Mr. David Lubin of Sacramento, Cal., is 
the author of a pamphlet, the object of  issu- 
ing which is to urge ** that the United States 
Government reduce the cost of transporting 
the great staple agricultural products from 
American seaports to foreign seaports.”’ It is 
claimed that this would enhance the prices of 
the great staples of food, etc., not alone for 
the quantity exported, but for the much 
greater quantity sold for home consugnp tion. 
Thus, op acrop of 600 million bushels of wheat, 
of which 200 million were exported with a 
freight allowance of one cent per bushel, the 
government would pay out as a freight boun- 
ty two million dollars and the producer would 
be benefited to the extent of six million dol- 
lars. If five cents were allowed to the ex- 
porter it would cost the government ten milil- 
ions and the producer would receive thirty 


millions more than he could have obtained | 


without the bounty. A similar benefit is pro- 
posed to be conferred on the growers of cot- 
ton, corn, and live stock. 

Stated in other words, the proposition is 
that the consumers of the United States, 
which ineludes the farming classes, shall 
voluntarily undertake to tax themselves in 
order to insure the payment by themselves of 
higher prices for all that is produced by 
about 40 per cent oftheir number. They are 
to undertake to pay the higher prices not 
only on what they consume but in part on all 
that is sent abroad for consumption by 
foreigners. This hardly is practicable, even 
if it could be justified as a _ wise 
and fair measure, which it could not 
be. The 60 per cent would not vote them- 
selves or through their representatives to pay 
a bounty, or the equivalent of one, on all they 
consumed for the express benefit of the other 
40 percent. So it is not necessary to do 
more than point out the fact that the proposed 
method of collecting the tax would not work 
well in practice. It is that the tax bea uni- 
form percent onthe costof freight, to be 
colleeted by ship-owners from the govern- 
ment authorities. Inasmuch as in the present 
condition of things no small part of our grain 
exports aretaken outas ballast ut a mere 
nominal charge for freight, the tax on 
the grain so carried would not be suffi- 
cieut to protect the home _ producer 
unless it were placed at so high a 
percentage figure as to make our con- 
sumers pay nearly all the cost of transporta- 
tion for every pound of our produce that was 
transported across the Atlantic or sent in 
other directions out of the country. The re- 
sult must be an extreme demoralization of 
the ocean carrying business. and it is by no 
means certain that after the consumers in the 
United States had saddled themselves with 
the grave responsibility the American farmer 
would be correspondingly benefited. The 
reduction of rail freights on grain from West- 
ern States, which was demanded in the winter 
following 1889, did not benefit the farmers. 
Simply the price went down correspondingly, 
the shrinkage in two or three days here being 
about equal to the reduction. 

The pagriculiural producers of the United 
States now sell in competition with each 
other, as well as in comnpetition with produc- 
ers in other parts of the world. At least for 
some of the latter it has been urged that 
prices were forced down on them by competi- 
tive offerings from “ America,” and that as 
they must sell their own property they would 
accept even lower figures rather than not sell 
atall. So it at least is possible that the result 
of instituting the bounty system on exports of 
our agricultural products would be further 
concessions by producers in other lands as 
well as this, sufficient to negative the antici- 
pated benefit to the minority here, while 
leaving the people at large to pay a tax for 


In 1888. 
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THEY WANT NEITHER GOLD NOR SILVER. 
The Nebraska Federation of Labor, which 
pretends to represent the wageworkers of that 


State, has been holding a convention and | 


passing resolutions. ‘The convention sought 
to make them wilder and more absurd than 


those adopted by preceding gatherings of 


Populist cranks or labor demagogues and it 
succeeded reasonably well. One of the reso- 
lutions is as follows: 

We indorse the Omaha platform and pre 
amble, with everything that it implies, and we 
emphasize the fact that metallic basis for money 
is a humbug. We do not want money re 
deemed in gold or silver, but in food and cloth- 
ing ana warmth and shelter. 7% 

It is unfortunate that it is impossible to 
give the men who voted for this resolution 
just the kind of money they want. If they 
could be put off on a reservation apart from 
the rest of the people of the United States and 
given money not redeemable in gold or silver 
while their fellow-citizens were permitted to 
continue using money which has a metallic 
basis, and which is the kind they prefer, it 
would not be long before these Nebraska 
fools would bolt from the reservation and re- 
fuse to return to a place where honest money 
was unknown. Perhaps they can be cured in 
no other way of their belief ia fiat scrip based 


on ‘faith and resources.”’ 


It<is possible, however, that what they want 


is not fiat scrip, but State Socialist money. 


They may want private employers done away 
with, the State to take into its own hands all 
the means of production, and to be the sole 
employer. When a man hag finished his 
week’s work he will get an order on some 
grocery store run by the State for a week's 
rations, or an order for clothing or coal, or an 
order on the keeper of some State tenement 
house for e week’s lodging. Theseorders will 
be no more money than are orders on a truck 
store given by a private employer, and will 
be redeemable in food and clothing and 
warmth and shelter. They will differ from 
the fiat scrip of the Populists, which will be 
redeemable in nothing, and which no store- 
keeper will take in exchange for his goods. 


Since the money which these Nebraskans - 


say they desire may be either the shinplasters 
the Populist farmers want or the orders 
drawn on State stores by State bosses and 
given to State slaves in return for their labor, 
the men who got up and passed the above res- 
olution ought to have made it a little more 
specific, so that their fellow-citizens may 
know just what particular breed of fools 
they belong to. 


Ex-Drerator Dess told the Strike Commis.- 
sion that the term “ labor-saving machinery ”’ 
isa misnomer. He said it should be “ labor- 
displacing machinery.’ He claimed that with 
this and unrestricted foreign immigration 
“we now have the spectacle of ten Wage- 
workers who have families depending upon 
their support bidding for the same jobo 
work.’’ There are three important facts 
which it is evident Debs has not stopped to 
think about: (1) The iabor which is “ dis- 
placed’’ by machinery finds other employ- 
ment, part of it being required for the manu- 
facture of new machines. (2) The wage- 
worker gets his share of the benefit of re- 
duced cost, in being able to buy more 
cheaply the products of human labor when 
it is aided by machinery. And (3) the aver- 
age wageworker gets higher pay for a day 
containing a fewer number of working hours 
than was the rule before the introduction of 
the machinery which this short-sighted dem- 
agogue complains of. Wages are higher and 
each dollar of wages will buy more of all 
kinds of comfort, except house room, than in 
the middle years of this century. And there 
is every reason to believe that work for the 
toiler now would be as plentiful and well re- 
munérated as it was two years ago but for 
the folly of the wageworkers in voting the 
Democratic ticket in November, 1892. Fur 
thermore, this industrial depression thus 
caused has been intensified by the strikes 
which were engineered by Debs and feil 
through when he ceased to send out daily 
telegrams to keep up the “ courage’”’ of the 
strikers, __ 


Ons of the arguments of Democratic sup- 
porters of the income tax measure attached to 
the new tariff law was that it would be a “sop 
to Cerberus”; that it would pacify the Pepu- 
lista and Socialists, who were clamoring for a 
more severe tax than the one proposed by' the 
Democrats. THs Trisune said at the time 
that this was very poor reasoning and the 
more the Populists and Socialists were given 
the more they would want; ‘that if a uniform 
2 per cent tax were conceded them their next 
demand would be for a graded tax and higher 
percentages. That is precisely what has hap- 
pened. The Populist Congressman Pence of 
Colorado says: 

The income tax, which was hooted atin 1892, 
is now considered by Democrats as the grandest 
achievement of the present Congress, and it was 
the Populists that secured that tax. The gradu- 
ated income tax will be the next thing that the 
Populists will carry through. 

The disturbing elements of society to 
which this Congressman ‘beiongs will keep 
up their agitation, and if the circumstances 
are such that the Democrats have need of 
Populist asajstance they will try to pacify 
them with a graded tax with low percentages. 
And thus they will go on step by step, pro- 
vided they are in power, till they have con- 
ceded the extremest confiscatory tax that 
may be dermanded of them. Happily the Re- 
publicans will control national legislation 
within three years and the willingness of the 
Democrats to knuckle down to the Populists 
will not have the injurious consequences it 
has now. : 


Six: of the principal Iowa railroads have 
asked the State Railroad Commissioners to 
permit them to charge higher freight rates. 
Those now in force were fixed six years ago 
and have not been burdensome to the roads. 
But the railroad men say the rates ought to 
be advanced now because they are going to 
have so little businses to do this fall. There 
will be but little grain to carry, they say, be- 
cause of the drought, and the shortage in corn 
will mean a shortage in live stock. But the 
jobbers and those interested in purely local 
freight traffic have organized at the different 
shipping points for the purpose of resisting this 
demand made on behalf of the roads. They 
do not want the latter to shift the burden of 
hard times to their shoulders in whole or in 
part. The railroads know that their net earn- 
ings are going to be lessened and they are 
afraid it may be hard for them to meet their 
fixed charges, and very difficult to pay even a 
ghost of a dividend. One way of meeting the 
difficulty is to cut down the wages of em- 
ployés, but that often has disagreeable conse- 
quences which interfere sadly with business, 
The other is to make those who use the roads 
pay more for services rendered. Any sugges- 
tion of that kind naturally provokes immedi- 
ate opposition on the part of the entire rail- 
road-using community. It is probable, there- 
fore, that the Iowa roads will have to bear 
their own burdens.

LIGHT ON THE TARIFF 


OARLISLE EXPLAINS THE APPLIOA- 
TION OF NEW PROVISIONS. 


On Goods Now in Bond, the Secretary 
Writes New_York Custom Officials, on 
Which the Duty Has Been Changed, 
the New Rate Wil!) Be Charged=Un 
Weool. However, Made Free, the Old 
Rate Must Be Paid=Thh Dacision 


Causes Surprise. 

New York, Aug. 21.—[Special.]—Secre- 
tary Carlisle’s decisions on the new tariff bill 
were welcomed today by Custom-House offi- 
cials, as they were completely at sea and 
were fearful that the law might go into 
operation before they were prepared. The 
first decision was that goods now in 
bond on ‘which duty is changed will 
pay the new rate was confidently expected, as 
such action has always been the custom. 
The second decision that wool goods now in 
bond, but made free, will haveto pay the old 
duty is a surprise to woo! importers, who will 
be hit hard. 

Wool men have been counting a great deal 
on the taking off of duty, and several of the 
bended warehouses are filled with product. 
July 31 the warehouses contained 22,889,958 
pounds of wool, valued at $2,253,778. Most 
of this is carpet wool, on which the 
duty is 82 and 50 per cent according to the 
quality. The other grades are charged 11 
and 1°23 cents per pound. Since the Ist of the 
month the imports have been large, so that 
the total amount. now in bond reach 
30,000,000 pounds. There was astonish- 
ment in the trade at the unexpected turn, 
but Q wa was quickly devised to escape the 
duty’ The wool may be taken out of bond for 
export, without cost. and sent to 
Cuba or any other convenient country, 
from which it can be brought back, 
free of duty, after the new lawis in effect. 
The expense incurred by the shipments will 
not be as costly as paying the McKinley tariff 
rate, 

Among the other articles similarly affected 
ure tin, coffee, and hides from non-reciproci- 
ty countries, salt, binding twines, coal tar, 
cotton ties of iron and steel, paintings, and 
statuary. 

In anticipation of a free period before a 
judicial decision can rectify the seeming error 
in the bill as regards diamonds, a number of 
importers, according to a rumor in the 
trade here, have ordered large  consign- 
ments of diamonds, expecting to get them 
past the custome officers under the reading of 
the free clause. The trade is greatly worked 
up over the prospect. Messrs, A. H. Smith 
and Hodenpyl, importers, have been to 
Washington, only to find they could do 
nothing, and today strong telegrams were sent 
to President Cleveland at Washington and 
Gray Gables asking him to arrange for a rec- 
tification of the error before permitting the 
bill to become a law, or to call upon Con- 
gress to pass a supplementary Oil! to the 
same ead. 

Lonpon, Aug. 21.—Lew Abrahams, who is 
at the head of the syndicate which handles 
the product of the De Beers diamond mines, 
has been interviewed by the Pall Mali 
Budget relative to the effect upon the 
diamond market of the increase of duty im- 
posed by the new United States tariff. The 
only result, Mr. Abrahams predicts, will be a 
large increase of smuggling of precious stones 
into America, which is an immense factor in 
the diamond trade. 


GOMPERS WRITES TO GROSSCUP. 


Says the Jarist Is in Favor Only of an 
Impotent Labor Union. 


New York, Aug. 21.—([Special.}—The Sep- - 


tember number of the American Federation- 
ist, the organ of the Ataerican Federation of 
Labor, will publish some correspondence that 
has passed between Samuel Gompers, the 
President of the Federation,-and Judge P. J. 
Grosscup of Chicago in regard to the recent 
railroad strike and riotsin that city. Judge 
Grosscup wrote to Mr. Gompers, sending him 
a copy of his Fourth of July address at Gales- 
burg, and correcting a statement of Mr. 
Gompers madein the North American Re- 
riew in regard to the speech. In his letter 
Judge Grosscup reiterates what he said in his 
charge to the grand jury—that he believed in 
labor organizations within such lawful and 
reasonable limits as will make them of serv- 
ice to the laboring man and not menace the 
lawful institucions of the country. 

Tothis letter Mr. Gompers sends a long 
reply, in which he seeks to place Judge 
Groascup in the wrong and himself and unions 
in the right. He accepts Judge Grosscup’s 
correction of his statement in the North 
American Review, but he adds that the cor- 
rection does not change the meaning of tne 
Judge's speech. Mr. (iompers eays that, 
while the Judge has no objection to workmen 
organizing and discussing subjects like ‘* The 
Origin of Man,’’ he would have them extoi 
the virtues of monopolists and wreckers 
of the people’s welfare. ‘‘ You know.” says 
the labor leader, ** that the introduction of 
machinery is turning iuto idleness thousands 
faster than new industries are found. What 
shall the workers do? Sit idly by and see the 
vast resources of nature and the human mind 
utilized and monopolized for the benefit of 
the comparatively few? No! The laborers 
must learn to think and act, and soon, too, as 
only by the power of organization and com- 
mon concert of action can their manhood be 
maintained, their rights to life be recognized, 
and liberty and rights secured.”’ 

Mr. Gompers criticises the action in send- 
ing troops to Chicago, which, he claims, was 
against the United States Constitution. He 
proceeds to say to Judge Grosscup: “You 
based the injunctions recently issued by you 
upon the provisions of the inter-State com- 
merce law, enacted by Congress upon the de- 
mand of the farmers and shippers, to protect 
them against unjust discrimination of rail- 
roads. Whereinthe law can you find one 
word to justify your course, applying to work. 
ingmen organized and engaged ina strike?”’ 


DR. CARUS LOCATES CONSCIOUSNESS, 


He Tells the Society for Advancement of 
Science Where to Find It. 

New York, Aug. 21.—([Special.]—At to- 
day’s meeting of the Society for the -Advance- 
ment of Science Dr, Paul Carus of Chicago 
ufforded great satisfaction by defining “ The 
Seat of Consciousneés,’’ ‘* This,’ he says, 
**is a body of very complex structure, closely 
connected with the hemjspheres, extraordina- 
rily rich in gray substance, and endowed with 
a rich capillary blood circulation, the striate 
body consisting of the toaticular and cani- 
date metier. The striate body develops auto- 
genetically out of the hemispheres, torming 
in the early stages of nervous developMent a 
peculiar nucleus in the forebrain, which is 
situated in the center of the hemispheric re. 
gion and becomes differentiated by degrees 
as an independent organ.’’ This striate body 
Dr. Carus suggested to be what may be 
called the gangiion of a codrdination of feel- 
ings, thus producing the phenomenon of con- 
sciousness, 

In connection with his statement of his 
theory of the seat of consciousness, Dr Carus 
told an interesting story of a petdog which 
has had its. entire cerebral hemispheres re. 
moved by the famous Dr. Goetz. This re- 
markable ‘animal to all outward appearances 
is possessed of consciousness, though sorely 
lacking in intelligence. 

Beyond all doubt the most delightful event 
of the day was the news that the Royal Society 
of England had voted to issue an index of the 
work done by the scientists of America during 
their week’s convention in Brooklyr.

YOUNG HILTON DIES AT CARLSBAD. 


His Passing Away :Revives a Rumor of an 
+ Engagement to Della Fox, 
New Yorx, Avg. 21.—(Special.}—VYoung 
Frederick Hilton of the big dry-goods house 
of Hilton, Hughes & Co., who died in Carls- 
bad today, had been abroad for five months. 
His death is said to have been the result of 
an attack of inflammatory rheumatism. He 
had been in ill-health for a long time and his 
illness was generally attributed to his method 


of living. 

Frederick Hilton was taken into the dry- 
goods firm to which his father succeeded on 
the death of A. T. Stewart at the same time 
the ex-Judge took his son, Henry Graham 
Hilton. and his .son-in-law, Mr. Hughes, in as 
partners. He never married, but there have 
at times been reports of his engagement to 
Della Fox. the actress. 

Ex-Judge Hilton is stopping with his family 
at the Drexel cottage, Long Branch. He re- 
fuses to say anything in reference to his son’s 
death tonight. He would not say what, if 
any, arrangemepts had been made for the 
funeral. Henry Grahuin Hilton wasexpected, 
it was said, at the cottage tonight’ and there 
was a-rumor to the effect that a reconciliation 
with his family might be possible’ under the 
circumstances. In theatrical circles the 
news of his death’ creates a reat 
deal of comment, for it has been generally ac- 
cepted that it was his money which was to 
back Della Fox in her present theatrical 
venture. Miss Fox was rehearsing when in- 
formed of Mr. Hilton’s death. She became 
greatly agitated. She would not speak on the 
story that Mr. Hilton was the financial backer 
of the opera, but regarding the rumors of a 
marriage engagement between her and Mr. 
Hilton she saic: ‘ You can deny positively 
that there has ever been an engagement of 
marriage between Mr. Hilton and myself. We 
were simply very good friends.”’ As evidence 
of the esteem in which Miss Fox was held by 
young Hilton, it might be stated that she is 
the possessor of diamonds said to be worth 
over $30,000 which he has given her. 


DJUBLE SUICIDE IN CENTRAL PARK, 


Young Russian, Eager for Notoriety, Kills 
a Woman and Himself, 

New York, Aug. 21.—[Special.|—A double 
suicide was reported in Central Park today; 
and two bodies, those of a man and woman, 
were taken to the Bellevue Hospital morgue, 
Both had died from pistol-shot wounds, The 
two bodies were soon identified as those of 
Julius De Marcus, a young Russian who ac- 
quired some fame as a traveler last 
year.. He lived with his parents at No, 52 
East Broadway. - ‘The body of his companion 
was shown, by letters found oun De Marcus, 
to be that of Juliette Fournier, a married 
woman whose bome is in Brooklyn. Julius 
De Marcus lived for fame. No matter how 
he obtained it he desired above everything 
else in life notoriety. De Marcus made a bid 
for fame by attempting to travel across the 
continent, to Australia,” thence to Southern 
Europe and home without a cent in his 
pocket. A letter found on Marcus’ person 
contained these words: ‘*I die tne happiest 
mar in the world. I die for love, for the love 
of a woman that is true to me with heart and 
soul. Wedie both happy: we die for the love 
of each other. is there in life more happiness 
than love?’ Henry Fournier, the husband of 
the woman, married his brother’s daughter 
just ten months ago. A few days ago Mrs. 
Fournier said her uncle had married her out 
of charity, and she did not love him. 


BROKER GETS IN A LIVELY FIGHT. 


Norton Winslow in a Fistic En- 
counter with S. Morris Pryor. 

New York, Aug, 21.—/Special.|—A fierce 
fistic encounter took place tuday on the plat- 
form of the Main street railroad station in 
Flushing, L. I., between James Norton Wins- 
low of the firm of Winslow, Lanier & Co., 
one of the largest and best-known brokerage 
firms in New York. City, and S. Morris Pryor 
of Flushing. Both men got off an east- 
bound train and indulged in a war 
of epithets for several minutes. Sudden- 
ly Pryor hit Winslow a blow in the face. 
Winslow staggered but soon recovered and 
hit Pryor on the cheek, cutting it severely 
and causing the blood to flow freely.

Expensive Hydraulic Gear Said to Be Vir- 
tually Ruined Throuch Neglect. 

New York, Aug. 21.—[Special. }—The dyna- 
mite cruiser Vesuvius is laid up at the 
navy yard for extensiv® repairs. It is

An officer of the ship said today 
the machinery below decks was in & terrible 
condition and that there had evidently been 
carelessness and neglect on the part of the 
ofticers formerly attached to the Vesuvius.

WELLS’ UHARGES OF ECONOMIO HERE- 
SY ARE STATED IN BRIEF. : 


Big Crowd Turns Out at Madison, Wis., to 
Witness the Unique Proceedings=—Col, 
George W. Bird Represents the State 
Superint ntwAttorney Jones, for the 
Respondent, Denies All the Allegations 


Some of the Doctor's Books Probably 
Will Be Gone Into. 


Mapison, Wis., Aug. 21.—[Special. ]}—Man 
members of the university faculty wend 
present when the second session of the Ely in- 
quisition opened this evening. A large num- 
ber of resident pupils were also on hand to 
listen to the proceedings, The wives and daugh- 
ters of members of the faculty are taking 
a deep interest in the “trial”’ and attend each 
session, 

Dr. Ely occupied a position at the right of 
the judges’ rostrum and by his side was Burr 
W. Jones, his attorney. On the opposite side, 
thirty feet away, sat State Superintendent 
Wells, whose sensational charges of econ mic 
heresy against Dr. Ely provoked the | 
investigation. He was fortified by 
Col. George W. Bird, the Madison attorney, 
who, only three years ago, successfully con- 
ducted an important suit against his present 
client. ‘This was Col. Bird’s initial appear- 
ance in the Ely case. H. W. Chynoweth, 
John Johnston, and.Dr. Dale sat in the atti- 
tude of judges on the rostrum. 

The opening by Chairman Chynoweth was 
simply a remark to the effect that, as Supt. 
Wells desired to indicate in what manner he 
wished tu proceed, he would be 
heard on that point. Col. Bird said he 
had been asked to represent Mr. Wells. 
He then proceeded to read from a paper what 
he supposed was a correct reprint of Mr. 
Wells’ letter of July 5, published in The Na- 
tion of July 12, ising the charges which 
had been made by Mr, Wells. , 

Col. Bird States the Charges. 

As Col. Bird understood the matter these 
charges in substance were that Dr. Ely be- 
lieves in strikes and boycotts, that a close read- 
ing of his books will disclose essentially the 
same principles, that Dr, Ely’s teachings were 
Utopian, impracticable, and pernicious; that 
Dr. Ely encouraged and abetted the strike in 
the Madison Democrat office-a year and a half 

o; that he entertained a walking delegate 
who came to the city at that time; and that he 
withdrew his printing from a Madison office 
because it was not a union office. 

Col. Bird next read the remarks of Presi- 
dent Bartlett of the Board of University 
Trustees preliminary to [the appointment 
of the Investigating committee, which he 
claimed tended to show tliat President Bart- 
lett contemplated that Ely’s writings 
were fit subjects for consideration. The 
resolution of the committee limiting 
the inquiry to Dr. Ely’s teachings and to the 
charges of his specitic acts in connection 
with the printers’ troubles in Madison, let- 
ters written by Mr. Wells to the various 
members of the committee asking for 
their intentions with respect to the 
latitude of the investigation, and 
teplies of the committeemen were 
put in evidence. Col, Bird explained 
that he presented ali these matters thata 
connected history of this case might be had 
without the necessity of reference to newspa- 
per reporta. ‘ 

Col. Bird next insisted that Dr. Ely shouid 
make a written answer to the specific charges 
Mr. Wells had made. Dr, Eiy might admit 
much, hence proof on that would not be 
needed,

Jones’ Emphatic Denial. 


Attorney Jones, answering, dictated to the 
stenographic reporter a categorical denial of 
all of Supt. Wells’ charges, both in regard to 
Ely’s books and his conduct in connection 
with the Madison strike. Mr. Jones was so 
emphatic in his denials that the audience 
heartily applauded. It was admonished by 
Chairman Chynoweth to observe decorum, 
and Col, Bird also spoke, deprecating the out- 
burst. 

Col. Bird maintained that the _ specific 
charges were comparatively unimportant, 
‘The doctor’s writings are all important. 
We shall ask, of course,”’ said Col. Bird, ** to 
go into his books,”’

Finally it was agreed to go on to prove the 
spesitic charges, and Col. Bird led A. A, 
Tracey of the local printing tirm of Tracey, 
Gibbs & Co. to the stand. Mr. Tracey said 
during the strike in the Democrat ce in 
January and February, 1893, his own print- 
ers were disposed to strike also, and Dr. Ely, 
for whom he was doing printing, suggested 
that the Tracey office be made a union of.- 
fice, as the Christian Social Union, for which 
the printing actuall}? was being done, always 
had its work done in a union office. But the 
printing was not withdrawn. “I will not 
change it at present,’’ said Dr. Ely, * but our 
Christian Union may require méto do so un- 
less your office is made a union office.” 

This was the substance of what Mr. Tracey 
recalled of the conversation. But he had made 
a memorandum of what Dr. Ely said as soon 
as the latter left his office. Col. Bird asked 
to have this produced. Mr. ‘Tracey 
took it from his pocket. Mr. Jones 
objected to its reading. Col. Bird thought 
Mr. Jones desired the broadest latitude to 
govern the inquiry. Mr. Jones declared he 
wished to take advantage of no, technicalities. 
But the diary was exciuded, though the sub. 
stance of it was gotten in by drawing Mr. 
Tracey out. 

Mr. Tracey toid of two other conversations 
he had had with Dr. Ely. Dr. Ely advised 
Mr. Tracey to make his office a union office, 
Mr. Jonesasked if Dr. Ely had demanded 
that the Tracey office be made a union office 
and Mr. Tracey said that he had not. 

Thomas Reynolds was then called. He said 
he was in the strike and had met Mr, Klunk. 
The latter had never said to him Dr. 
Ely had ever entertained him (Mr. Kiunk). 
He also said he had never heard of any uni- 
versity professor encouraging the strike.

AT A DELAY. 


WEST-SIDERS ARE DESPERATE OVER 


NORTHWESTERN’S OBSTINACY. 


Residents in the Vicinity of Homan and St. 


Louis Avenues and the Tracks Want the 
Streets Opened So They Can Get Down- 
Town More Quickly=—Case Has Been in 
the Courts for Five Years=<New River 
Coal Not Satisfactery for Tugs, but 
Smokeless on Locomotives. 

The citizens in the vicinity of Homan and 


St. Louis avenues and the Northwestern rail- 
road tracks are becoming désperate over what 
they consider a piece of * bull-headed ’’ ob- 
stinacy. The trouble is the refusal of the 
Northwestern to allow the city aright of way 
across its tracks of the strects mentioned. 
People in the neighborhood, to take the ele- 
vated to the city, must go several blocks out 
of their way, there being no crossings between 
Kedzie and Central Park aveaues. The p®o- 
ple want St. Louis and Homan avenues opened 
as Wagon crossings, so as to enable them to 
make a short cut to the elevated station at 
Homan and Lake street. 


Nor do the grievances of the people end 


here. When it was found impracticable to 
take the elevated trains a large number of the 
citizens were compelled to use the suburban 
trains. Last June these were taken off, there- 


by cutting off that method of reaching the 


city. 


At a meeting last ‘April in O’Conner’s Hall, 
Lake street and St. Louis avenue, a commit- 
tee was appointed to urge the city to secure 
the rights of the people. James Kincaid, 


Charles Gammon, Ald. Stanwood, Ira R, 
George, and Roger C. Suiiivan made up that 


committee. 

’ John C. Hendick,’who lives in the neigh- 
borhood and is put toa daily inconvenience, 
said: *‘ itis nothing but bull-headed obstin- 
acy that prevents the railroad from opening 
up those streets. It could do so just as well 
as not, theteby saving a community untold 
time and trouble. The district comprises 
three election precincts and at least 3,000 
people are incommoded. They are getting 
discouraged, and I understand that unless 
something is done in the matter they will be 
obliged to leave their homes. Another thing 
that makes life a burden is that, there being 
no wagon crossing, it is extremely difficult to 
get coal or provisions to the houses,”’ 

The fight between the city and the North- 
western railroad has been hanging fire for 
five years. In 1889 an ordinance was passed 
by the Couneil to open Homan avenue, anda 
condemnation suit was begun in November of 
that year to condemn the road’s right of way 
over that street. The road got out an injunc- 
tion and the case came up before Judge 
Shepard in February, 1890. He decided in 
favor of the city. The railroad appealed to 
the vay ages Court and kept the injunction in 
force by giving bond. After the case had 
sensed the Superior Court it was delayed on 
one pretext or another, and by changes in 
the administration until last June, when a de- 
cision was handed down sustaining the find- 
ing of the lower court. The city chen made 


+ an effort to have the case put upon the calen- 
dar for that term, but the attorney for the 


road pleaded that, on account of the strike, 
he would be unable togive the case proper 


attention or get the necessary witnesses. The 
case will now come up before the September 


term of the Circuit Court. 
The City Law Department. yesterday after-

NOT A SMOKELESS FUEL FOR TUGS. 


Inspector Adams Not Satisfied with the 


New River Coal Test. 
While Smoke luspector Alams is not satis- 


fied with the new river coal as a smokeless 
fuel for tugs he thinks its adoption by the 
towing companies would partly abate the nui- 
sance they create daily in Chicago. This 
opinion was reached yesterday after a careful 
test on the tug Protection of the Vessel-Own- 
ers’ Towing company. This test lasted one 
hour and 1,400 pounds of the coal was used, 
This is considerably less than is used in the 
same time when other coal is consumed, 
Smoke Inspector Adama said: 


* The coalis not exactly smokeless when 


used on a tug, but it is 6O per cent better 
than the ordinary soft coal used by the tow- 
ing companies, Of course it is true it 
harder to abate the smvuke nuisance with the 
tugs than anywhere else in the city, but the 
use of this new coal will not be an abatement 
of the nuisance by any means. Every tirffe 
the boilers were fired smoke poured out of 
the stack for from thirty to torty seconds. 
The smoke was not the dense biack 
sinoke seen when .the ordinary soft coal 
is used, but it was smoke nevertheless, 
and could under the ordinance be calied a 
nuisance, However, the adoption of this coal 
by the towing companies would .be a step in 
advance and would be accepted as such by the 
Smoke Department. It would save them 
about 75 per cent of thesuits brought against 
thein by the department, but, if they want to 
come within the ordinance, it seems it will be 
necessary for them to adopt hard coal, coke, 
or oil as smokeless fuel. When they do this 
the nuisance will have been abated.”’ 

OA test was made of the same coal ona 
Michigan Central locomotive between this 
city and Michigan City Monday by Smoke 
Inspector Adams, Traveling Engineer Mc- 
Vane, and Supt. Riley of the Motive Power 
Department of the road, and it proved satis- 
factory. The burning of the coal was accom- 
panied by almosta total absence of smoke 
and cnly 2,700 pounds was consumed on the 
trip to Michigan City as against about three 
tons of soft coal usually burned on the same 
run. Itis probable the Michigan Central com- 
pany will adopt this coal for use on all its lo- 
comotives, and it is thought this step will 
prove satisfactory to the Smoke Department. 


RATE SLASHING BY ASPHALT COMPANIES, 


Lower Bids than Those for La Salle Ave- 


nue Are Submitted. 
The warfare between the rival asphalt com- 


panies grew hotter yesterday with tho open- 
ing by the Commissioner of Public Works of 
bids tor the improvement of a number of 
streets and alleys. Contractor Pine was a 
bidder, but his bids were higher than the low- 
est by a few cents. The price quoted for the 
work is still lower than the bids for La Salle 
avenue, which were the lowest ever received 
in Chicago for this kind of work. ‘The Trin- 
idad company was the lowest in eyery case 
yesterday morning, its bids for Flourtioy 
street and Lexington avenue being $1.55 a 
yard, and 65 cents for curbing, and 27 cents 
for tilling. James A. W. Pine of New York 
was second, but his bid for paving is six 
cents lower than that of the Trinidad com- 
pany. His bid for paving is $1.49. but for 
curbing and fiiling is 7O cents and 40 
cents respectively, Making quite a dif- 
erence in favor of the Trinidad téom- 
pany for the entire work. The Ber. 
mudez company came next to Pine, but 
its bid was considerably higher, being at the 
rate of $2.02. The bids were taken under ad- 
visement by the department, and the contract 
will not be let until they have been examined 
by the Mayor. It is expected the La Salle 
avenue contract will be let today.
